CONDITION OF CROPS. 


Vegetation of All Hinds Has Met Many 
Obsiacles in Missouri. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 481.—Following is 
Weekly Weather Crop Bulletin, No. 8 of the 
Missouri State Board of Agriculture: The 
temperature ranged from: normal in the 
south to 4 to 7 degrees deficient in the 
Northern counties. The sunshine was fully 
upto the average. The precipitation was 
confined mostly to the 25th and 26th and, con- 
sidering the excess ofthe fall and the cool 
wave that attended, was detrimentalto the 
best interests of agriculture. The first 
four or five days of the week 
were as favorable as the 
preceding week. Work of all kinds was 
pushed vigorously and vegitation made rapid 
improvement. On Thursday and Friday 
came the heavy rains and cool weather that 
put a stop to all work and damaged farming 
interests in general. Much bottom land was 
flooded and crops thereon — or de- 
stroyed. Uplands were badly washed and 
much prepared corn land will have to be 
reprepared as wellas much corn replanted. 

A siignt loss of smali stock is also reported. 

Heavy winds also did some considerable 
Gamage, and sight hall storms are reported 

scattering localities. All work was 

nded, and the ground will need three 
or 1 our days’ sunshine before it will be fit to 
work again. The southwest and south con- 
tral counties escaped this storm, and are 
therefore considerable further along with 
their work thanthe major portionof the 
State. Infact some few correspondents in 
those counties reports that a ral 
would be acceptable. Had the entire week 
been favorable corn planting would have been 
finished. June 8 is now generally 
calculated as the date of completion ot that 
work. Last year but litt planting was 
done previous to June 6, and what was done 
had tobe replanted or sown to millet or 
Hungarian. Ihe acreage now}promises to be 
much above tlie gd th due probably to 
the wheat fields that will be replowed and 
planted tocorn. Wheat has commenced to 
head out, and in addition to its 
already poor condition much erer 
of cheat is belng made. This 
true sy ster 4 of the prairie — 
Chinch bugs have also made their appear- 
ance among the wheat cropinthe south- 
west counties and, taken all around, the 
outlook for this important crop is anything 
but favorable. 

Oats are coming on finely and promise an 
excellent cro Grasses are good and stock 
looks fine an healthy. Fruit prospects con- 
tinue to decline and but few and widely 
scattered localities report the outlook as 
average. Strawberries are in season in the 
southern counties and are bringing a good 
price. Light frosts occurred in the northern 
counties, but no damage was reported. 


BENT ON MURDER. 


A Second Attempt to Assassinate Mrs. 
Taubman of Lexington. 


LEXINGTON, Mo., May 31.—A second attempt 
to assassinate Mrs. Edwin Taubman was made 
yesterday afternoon at 2:30 0’clock. Monday 
evening about 5:30 she was walking about in 
her yard and some unknown man fired a shot 
at her from across the street. 
passed through her cape between her left 
arm and her body. The man ran south and 


into the woods and all trace of him was lost. 
The citizens organized posses and were still 
looking for himwhen the second attempt 
was made yesterday. About 2 0 — in the 
afternoon her mother-in-law, Mrs. Robert 
Taubman, came down town shopping and 
closed every window in the house except 
one, that one being on the side and 
near the rear of the house. 
The would-be assassin climbed upon 
a stable and shot through the screen in the 
second story window. The bullet pierced 
Mrs. Taubman’s clothing on the left side, 
within two inches of the heart. She was 
standing, playing ona violin when the shot 
was fired. The man jumped off the stable 
and ran through the yardand across the 
street, south, and disappeared. The alarm 
was given and men were only a few minutss 
behind him, but no trace of the fugitive 
could be found, 

Mr. and Mrs. Taubman have received sev- 
eral obscene and threatening notes in which 
the writers threaten to shoot or poison them 
at the first opportunity, but noattention was 
en ine letters until the attempt at assas- 
sination.

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A CHECK UPON FRAOD. 

The people of St. Louis have reason to 
rejoice over the decision of the State 
Supreme Court that the ballot boxes may 
be opened in municipal election contests. 
This is one good result, aside from all con- 
sideration of the merits of the case, of 
which the Brown-Fishback contest has 
‘been productive. 

The decision was a simple interpretation 
of the amended law with reference to 
election contests which was inevitable at 
any time the question may have been 
raise@ The amendment inserted in the law 
in 1891 making it applicable to municipal 
as well county elections was a mere per- 
fection of an act previously incomplete and 
absurd. The court, therefore, arrived at 
the only conclusion possible. 

It ig fortunate, however, that the decis- 
ion under the new law in reversal of the 
previous ruling happened to be given in a 
case where itis favorable toa Republican | 
contestant because it is thus divested of the 
political complexion which unavoidably 
clung to the old rule when the conditions 
were reversed. It is fortunate, aleo, that 
the question has been settled at the earltest 
opportunity after the amendment of the 
act. 

The power to open the ballot-boxes is in 
the interest of honest elections. With all 
evidence of fraud securely locked up, the 
political rascals felt safe in the perpetra- 
tion of all manner of crimes at the polls. 
The closed boxes were a protection against 
punishment and an encouragement to elec- 
tion villainy. The privilege of bringing to 
light the testimony of the ballots, under 
proper safeguards, is a strong check upon 
election crime and gives additional force 
to ballot reform laws and the new corrupt 
practices act.

PIRATE TREASURE. 


A& Story Which Rivals the Legends of | 


the Famous Capt. Kidd. 

Noro, Va., May 31.—A story of buried 
treasure, the loot of pirates,rivaling in many 
details the legends of Capt. Kidd’s hidden 
wealth, comes from Newport News. The 
tale is told by Capt. R. D. Buckpam of the 
whaledDack steamer Colby. Skipper Buek- 
nam’s boat belongs to the fleet of the Ameri- 
ean Steel Barge Co. 

Some time ago he was employed by the 
Barge company in superintending the work

terminal facilities in the 
Lone Star State. While thus employed Capt. 
Bucknam had occasion to go about forty 
miles into the country. 

While on this journey Capt. Bucknam, with 
two companions, stopped one night at the 
cabin of an old woman, 80 the story goes, 


who placed in his hands certain documents 


which reveal the location of fabulous buried 
treasures. 

During the closing year of the last century 
a strong effort was made to destroy the 
pirate ee which infested the waters about 
the West India Islands. Rich merchaptmen 
passing that way were despolled and their 
crews were unceremo Sir slain. The 
small islands of the Archipelago furnished 
excellent hiding places for the stolen treas- 
ure. Deep holes were dug in the earth. 
securely walled up like wells and covered 
with heavy stones, marked in obscure places 
with crossés and other emblems by which 
they might be identified, each pirate gang 
having its pecullar sign. 

The strange paper which the old woman 
gave to Capt. Bucknam was brought to this 
country by two men who were sen ged as at 
New Rochelle, N. T., many yeafs 2 42 
murder and was handed down to her, de- 
scribes in detail the islands frequented by 
the pirates and the location of the treasure 
wells. The two murderers had lived on the 
islands some time and were able to locate all 
go hye points. 

hen the war upon the pirates began they 
belonged to the crew of a German ship sent 
ont to aid in the work of extermination. 
Their vessel fell into the hands of the buceca- 
neers and they alone were left to tell of the 
frightful slaughter that followed. How they 
escaped is not stated, but at any rate the 
mana god to get to one of the siiall island 
where, after subscribing. to many awful 
oaths, they succeeded in getting admitted ko 
the pirate fraternity, but resolved to 
the earliest opportunity to obtain help na 
carry away the booty. They were successfal 
in getting away, out never returned to the 
islands. 

Capt. Bucknam read the paper through 
with interest, and upon his return tot 
East went immediately to New Rochelle, 
where, to nis surprise, he vertfied the story 
concerning the hanging of the two murder- 
ers.

Accordingly, about the latter part of De- 
cember.he. set sail from New York witha 
crew of ten in a stanch fishing schooner of 
seventy tons burden and went to St. Thomas. 
There, upon pretense of being in pursuit of 
pleasure, he procured a permit to visit the 
various islands. Og the first of the other 
islands visited a large fresh water lake 
covered the 1 to which his strange 
chart referr The next one was found to 
be in possession of a German guano 2 

any, which, though Ostensibly carryin

In the upper part of thisisland are exten- 
sive caves, within which scores of deep holes 
have been ‘dug by the Germans in their hunt 
for treasure. In these caves the guano is ob- 
tained, and in order to transport it to the 
lighters on the shore a cong Nag | has been 
bullt from the main entrance to the water’s 
edge. Half way between its termini the 
tramway passes over a large stone, almost 
covered with sand. Underneath this stone, 
according to the marks on it, which corre 
spond exactly with those described in Backt 
nam’s paper, there may be wealth enough to 
make a dozen millionaires. Nothing, the 
Captain says,could have been more minutely 
described.

CRUM FIRE STENCH. 


The Owners of the Property Will Be 
Legally Proceeded Against. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the sanitary 
department has sprinkled an aaditional sup- 
ply of chioride of lime over the debris of the 
Crum livery stable fire there is a general 
complaint in that vicinity that the disagree- 
able odor from the decayea horse flesh in the 
ruins still prevails. 

It has now been ten days since the fire and 
thé owners of the property have taken no 
steps whatever to clear away the debris. 
Chief Sanitary Officer Francis said this morn- 
ing that he was preparing to make out a case 
against them and bring them into court. 

In the meantime, however, the place is 
fast becoming a hot-bed for the nourishment 
ofthe germs of disease, and the residents in 
the vicinity think the Mayor should take the 
matter in hand, condemn the place asa pub- 
lic nuisance of the most dangerous kind, and 
order the ruins to be atonce cleared and 
thoroughly disinfected. 


HOLMAN’S NEW SCHEME. 


Pumping Plant to be Put in at the Comp 
ton Avenue Reservoir. 


Water Commissioner Holman has complet- 
ed his plans for relieving the residents in the 
vicinity of Compton Hill of the present insuf- 
ficient watersupply. His scheme is to erect a 
pumping plant at the Compton Hill reservoir 
and thus be enabled to force the water tothe 
second story of all houses in the vicinity 
without any difficulty. Mr. Holman thinks 
the plan thoroughly practical, and says it 
only remains with the Board of Public Im- 
provements to pass upon the measure and 
decide whether it would be advisable for the 
city to expend the necessary amount of 
money forthat purpose at the present time.
